The following ts the seventh 

articla of tha series on the 

Chinese situation which Mir. 

Engene Chen is writing for the 

Canton Information’ Bureau, 

We must re-state seme facts. It 
will be best to tabulate them In 
the following order:— , 

1. It must be insisted that 
China is passing through a period 
of transition or re-adjustment, 
necessitated by the altered con- 
ditions of her national life. 

2 The most vital of the 
changes whieh have brought 
about this state of transition has 
deen the- establishment of the Re 
public, with jts suustitntion of 
the theory and practice cf Western 
democracy fcr the dogma and 
ritual of 2 semi-divine antocracy. 

& This process of substitution 
has divided the governing forces 
of the nation into (a) a party of 
change or progress deeply be- 
lieving in the Republic and in its 
REE RRR EEE EEE RR RREEEEE EEE EE EEE TERETE | conacity to make Chita a strong 
modern ration, without sacrificing 
the best features of Chinese cul- 
ture; and" (b) 8 party of reaction 
‘disbelieving in the Republic and 
its power to organise a central 
Fe eoeneat which shall re-estab- 
Hah authority and peace thronugh- 
out the country. 

The Party of Reaction. 

4. It iz this party of reaction 
which has teen able, hitherto, to 
seize and to retain the powers of 
government once vested in the 
Manchu Emperor. The Party 
secured these powers directly Dr. 
‘Sun Yatsen resigned office 
in favcur of Yuan Shib-kai in the 
spring of 1912; and the Party has 
continaed to retain-these powers 
through the Peking Mandarinate 
and the Tuchuaate who are the 
tein-successers of Yuac Shih-kai. 

5. The Party holds within its 
motley ranks (a) Manchu officials 
of the type of Old Hsa, (b) new 
officials of the twefold type of 
Tsa> Ja-lin, Lu Chang-yu aad 
Chang Chung-hsiang and of Dr. 
W.W. Yer and Wellington Koo, 
and (c} militariats of the type of 
Chang Tso-lin. These trpes vary. 
in capacity Out agree in the re- 
actionary nature of their mind and 
cutlock. Type (a) is charactercs- 
ed by great charm cf manners bat 
is wholly inefficient and largely 
corrupt. Type (b) corrupt. Type 
ib) is mostly foreign-educated, 
with some inefficient and/or cor- 
rapt and othera smart rather than 
clever and able, while a few are 
exceptionally cunning and bad 
men. Type (c} has no redeeming 
quality. being vicious, inefficient 
and corrupt, without the charm of 
manners cf tae old mandarin nor 
the smartness of the new 
™macdarin. 

«A Caveat. 

6. It would be foolish as well 
23 misleading to infer from the 
moral assessment‘set down in No. 
5 that the unsatisfactory charac- 
ter of the party of reaction is 
peenliatly racial to the Chinese. 
It is-nothing of the sort. As in 
every other country, the irregular 
or criminal type in the shape of 
the corrupt is present among 
Chinese public men and officials. 
This fact, however, does not 
justify the accusation that all 
pablic men and officials in China 
are corrupt any more than the 
connexion of the British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer with the 
Marconi scandal eight years dg0 
proves that English public life
